INSPIRATION  REMAINS. 

Writer’s  block,  in  particular,  seems  to  be  a  very  common  condition,  if  Google  is  any  indicator. 
There  are  websites  offering  help  with  writer’s  block,  cures  for  writer’s  block,  exercises  to  relieve 
writer’s  block,  and  games  to  take  your  mind  off  the  fact  that  you  have  writer’s  block.  Of  course, 
there  arc  also  websites  designed  to  take  advantage  of  a  desperate,  blocked  author  by  selling  her 
therapeutic  books,  newsletters,  and  webinars. 

Over  the  years,  as  a  student  and  then  a  professional,  your  editor  has  employed  a  number  of  strate¬ 
gies  for  breaking  writer’s  block.

KAPPA  ALPHA  THETA  BADGES 

Your  Theta  badge  is  a  visible  symbol  of  your  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  Fraternity,  not  just  a  piece  of  jewelry. 
While  most  members  retain  their  badges  throughout 
their  lifetimes,  badges  often  find  their  way  to  the 
Fraternity  headquarters,  to  college  chapters,  or — 
unfortunately — to  antique  sales,  estate  sales,  or  online 
auction  sites  such  as  eBay, 

The  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  Constitution  (Article  IX, 
Section  3.B)  states,  “The  badge  is  the  property  of  the 
Fraternity  and  should  be  retained  by  the  member 
only  so  long  as  she  shall  remain  a  member.,..” 

There  are  several  appropriate  dispositions  for 
Theta  badges  in  the  event  of  a  member’s  death.  The 
badge  may  be  buried  with  the  member  or  it  may  be 
given  to  a  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  relative  or  friend.  The 
badge  may  also  be  returned  to  the  Fraternity;  in  this 
ease,  the  member  or  the  member’s  family  may  make 
suggestions  about  specific  usage  of  the  badge*  (Please 
complete  the  badge  form,  right,  and  keep  it  with  your 
badge.) 

Please  note  that  the  Fraternity  and  staff  archivists 
monitor  online  auction  sites  for  badges  and  other 
Theta  items.  Unusual  pieces  that  will  enhance  the 
archives  collection  are  hid  upon,  but  it  is  fiscally  and 
logistically  impossible  for  the  Fraternity  to  purchase 
all  badges.  Please  also  note  that  the  Fraternity  cannot 
“buy  back”  badges  from  members.

Unfortunately,  we  know  that  busy  family  schedules 
along  with  work  and  volunteer  commitments  will 
make  it  difficult  to  maintain  those  connections  across 
the  miles. 

Theta  is  a  lifetime  experience,  and  the  Fraternity 
wants  to  help  maintain  and  even  strengthen  the  bonds 
of  alumnae  sisterhood  in  the  midst  of  our  busy  lives. 


Social  media  like  Faccbook  and  Linkedln  have  cer¬ 
tainly  made  these  connections  more  feasible,  but  Tm 
excited  to  share  another  way  for  alumnae  to  re-con¬ 
nect  with  their  college  chapter  and  sisters!  Alumnae 
links  are  virtual  groups  of  Thetas  who  can  connect 
with  one  another  and  their  college  chapter  utilizing 
Internet  technology. 

THE  LINKS  CONNECTION 

Link  noun  1.  one  of  the  rings  or  separate  pieces  of 
which  a  chain  is  composed  2.  anything  serving  to  con¬ 
nect  one  part  or  thing  with  another;  a  bond  or  tie  3.  a 
unit  in  a  communications  system. 

Looking  at  the  dictionary  definition  of  a  link,  it’s  clear 
that  all  three  meanings  are  fitting  for  this  concept.  A 
link  is  just  one  of  the  pieces  of  what  we  consider  the 
Theta  experience — from  college  chapter  to  alumnae 
link  and  also  to  alumnae  chapter  or  circle.

And  in  turn,  she  has  tangibly 
strengthened  her  commitment  and  to  the  Fraternity  that  has  meant  so  much  to 
her.  “Theta  changed  my  university  experience  for  the  better,”  she  said.  “Having 
something  solid  amid  the  dynamic  life  of  an  undergrad  was  so  beneficial  to  me.” 

Theta  as  a  constant,  stable  force:  that  promise  endures  far  beyond  graduation 
and  is  exemplified  by  Life  Loyal.  That’s  exactly  why  Josie  made  the  decision  to 
become  Life  Loyal.

FRATERNITY  HOUSING  CORPORATION 
(FHC)  HELPS  CHAPTERS  MAINTAIN 
STUNNING  FACILITIES

A  cozy,  well- maintained  facility  can  enrich  the  expe¬ 
rience  of  being  a  Theta.  Be  it  a  large  residential  house 
or  a  small  meeting  room,  a  shared  gathering  space  with 
proudly  displayed  letters  becomes  a  sanctuary  for  friend¬ 
ship,  academic  achievement,  and  community  service. 

The  Lambda  Chapter,  recently  re-established  at 
Vermont,  turned  to  the  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  Fraternity 
Housing  Corporation  (FHC)  for  help  with  their  his¬ 
toric  facility.  FHC  worked  closely  with  the  chapter  to 
restore  the  building  to  its  former  glory.  Renovations 
took  place  in  summer  2011  and  included  the  removal 
of  the  main  and  lower  floor  walls  to  restore  the  origi¬ 
nal  chapter  room  and  common  areas,  renovation  of 
the  bathrooms  and  kitchen,  new  dorm  furniture  and 
new  paint  and  flooring  throughout  the  facility. 

Grand  Council  approved  the  formation  of  FHC  in 
2007  with  the  goal  of  providing  chapters  professional 
property  management  sendees,  freeing  collegiate  mem¬ 
bers  and  local  volunteers  from  the  responsibility  of 
routine  facility  maintenance  and  allowing  them  to  focus 
on  important  chapter  issues.  In  just  five  years,  FHC  has 
already  joined  forces  with  31  chapters  across  the  nation. 

For  the  women  of  the  Beta  Nu  Chapter  at  Florida 
State,  maintaining  a  large  residential  facility  without 
sufficient  alumnae  support  was  becoming  overwhelm¬ 
ing.  “The  house  progressively  deteriorated  over 
many  years,  and  we  simply  couldn't  keep  up  with  the 
demands  of  a  facility  like  ours,”  said  Beta  Nu  Chief 
Executive  Officer  Jcnn  Kreuzpaintner.  “Our  furniture 
was  falling  apart,  and  mold  was  making  people  sick. 
We  realized  that  for  our  house  to  be  livable  in  the 
future,  we  were  going  to  need  some  help  from  people 
who  knew  what  they  were  doing.” 

Beta  Nu  also  turned  to  the  Kappa  Alpha  Theta 


Fraternity  Housing  Corporation  (FHC)  for  help. 

By  early  201 1,  FHC  completed  a  top-to-bottom 
makeover  of  the  Beta  Nu  facility,  with  part  of  the 
more  than  $2  million  of  funding  for  the  project 
contributed  by  Beta  Nu  alumnae  and  supporters. 
Kruezpaintner  said  a  beautiful,  modernized  facility 
has  been  a  crucial  asset  in  Beta  NjiSs  recruitment  and 
retention  efforts,  and  has  also  served  as  a  reminder 
of  the  core  principles  of  Theta.  “The  most  important 
thing  the  renovation  has  done  is  strengthen  our  sister¬ 
hood.  As  a  chapter,  having  a  livable  space  that  people 
enjoy  being  in  is  extremely  important.  Being  proud  of 
where  we  live  and  where  our  letters  hang  is  something 
I  believe  only  FHC  could  have  given  us.” 

Similarly,  when  Ashley  Christensen  Wright,  Phi/ 
Pacific,  took  on  the  role  of  facility  corporation  presi¬ 
dent  for  the  Eta  Lambda  Chapter  at  Santa  Clara  in 
2010,  the  chapter  was  in  dire  straits.  “When  1  first 
started,  the  chapter  was  not  holding  regular  facility 
corporation  board  meetings.  They  pretty  much  just 
paid  the  rent,  and  the  landlord  and  property  manager 
were  not  helpful,”  said  Wright.  “As  I  investigated 
other  options  to  take  a  proactive  approach  in  man¬ 
aging  the  facility,  1  started  learning  more  about  the 
Fraternity  Housing  Corporation.  It  seemed  like  a  great 
option  for  us,  so  I  started  the  application  process.” 

Wright  admits  she  didn’t  know  much  about  the 
FHC.  “1  had  no  idea  what  to  expect.  There  was 
concern  participating  in  the  FHC  would  mean  the 
Fraternity  controlled  everything,  but  they  explained 
the  Fraternity  would  just  he  acting  as  a  landlord,  hold¬ 
ing  monthly  conference  calls  to  talk  about  what  needs 
to  be  fixed.” 

“The  FHC  staff  has  been  amazing,”  added  Wright, 
“They’re  so  knowledgeable  about  facility  mainte¬ 
nance,  and  they  really  listen  to  our  concerns.  If  they 
don’t  know  the  answer  to  something,  they  find  it. 
Soon,  Karen  Ledbetter  [Gamma  Tau/Tulsa,  the  FlIG’s 
interior  design  coordinator]  will  be  visiting  to  kick  off 
a  design  plan.  We  instantly  bad  so  much  more  sup¬ 
port,  It’s  been  such  a  positive  experience.”  <0

Cara  Harbison  RaboanarielinaLs  world  view — which 
sweeps  from  places  like  Zahamena  National  Park  in 
Madagascar  to  her  home  in  Cotonou,  the  largest  city 
in  the  West  African  country  of  Benin — is  rooted  in  a 
128-acre  family  farm  in  western  Pennsylvania, 

This  is  the  spot  where,  as  a  child,  Raboanarielina 
helped  her  father  bale  hay,  harvest  garden  vegetables, 
and  nurture  his  fledgling  nursery  business  by  cutting 
sod  and  planting  seedlings.  Often  joined  by  her  older 
sister,  cousins,  and  grandparents,  Raboanarielina 
picked  blueberries,  black  raspberries,  sweet  corn,  and 
the  wild  sassafras  that  grew  with  abandon.  Beef  cattle 
were  fed  with  farm-grown  hay  and  corn. 

The  family  farm  also  sowed  seeds  of  imagination. 
Raboanarielina  recalls  Iter  mother,  a  voracious  reader, 
giving  her  the  book  Green  City  In  The  Sun — the  story 
of  a  British  family  that  came  to  Kenya  during  coloni¬ 
zation.  The  family’s  adventures  fueled  her  imagination 
and,  at  age  13,  Raboanarielina  knew  she  someday 
wanted  to  live  in  Africa, 

“My  entire  family’s  life  revolved  around  the  farm,” 
says  Raboanarielina,  adding  that  these  acres  also  pro¬ 
vided  practically  all  of  their  food. 

At  the  heart  was  her  grandfather  and  role  model, 

Dale  Har bison.  “He  knew  so  much  about  flowers  and 
plants,”  she  recalls.  “[My  grandfather]  didn’t  finish 
high  school  or  go  to  college,  but  he  always  pushed  his 
grandchildren  to  get  ail  education  and  learn.”

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Heeding  her  grandfather’s  wishes,  Raboanarielina, 
Epsilon  Om egaAVas liingto n  &  Jefferson,  has  made  the 
world  her  classroom  and  found  “family”  in  the  smiles 
and  giggles  of  African  youngsters  and  the  friendly 
acceptance  of  their  parents.  She  has  also  discovered 
bonds  that  transcend  the  world’s  diverse  cultures, 

“People  everywhere  have  an  inherent  purpose  to  try 
to  provide  a  better  way  of  life  for  themselves  and  their 
families,  no  matter  what  the  cost,"  she  says.  “In  many 
countries,  their  lives  arc  also  very  much  intertwined 
with  local  natural  resources. 

“I  came  to  realize  that  conservation  isn’t  just  an  envi¬ 
ronmental  issue,  but  a  social  one — as  people  are  the 
users,  managers,  and  stewards  of  their  resources.  You 
really  can’t  talk  about  the  environment  and  exclude 
people  from  the  picture/’ 

EMBRACING  LIFE  LESSONS 

After  graduating  from  Washington  &  Jefferson  College 
in  1998  with  a  dual  degree  in  French  and  sociology, 
Raboanarielina  sought  a  challenge  that  would  take  her 
beyond  familiar  borders  and  build  on  her  prior  study 
abroad  and  cultural  exchanges  in  France,  Her  quest 
led  to  the  Peace  Corps,  where  she  served  for  three 
years  in  Madagascar  as  an  agroforestry  volunteer, 

“1  wanted  to  do  something  that  would  really  make  a 
difference  in  peoples’  lives,"  she  recalls,  “and  l  origi¬ 
nally  requested  to  be  a  health  volunteer  doing  HIV/ 
AIDS  education  through  the  Peace  Corps. 

“1  was  dumbfounded  when  my  recruiter  said  she 
wanted  me  to  volunteer  tor  agroforestry  ,  because  I 
really  didn’t  feel  I  was  an  expert  on  trees.  But  she  said 
that  individuals  with  hands-on  farm  experience  were 
hard  to  find.” 

Ra  boa  na  riel  ilia’s  background  was  put  to  good  use. 
After  the  three-month  training  period,  she  was 
assigned  to  an  international  non-governmental  orga¬ 
nization  working  on  community  conservation  near 
Zahamena  National  Park  in  the  northeast  region  of 
Madagascar.  There,  she  taught  local  farmers’  groups 
about  intercropping,  composting,  seed  drying,  refor¬ 
estation,  and  community  gardening.  She  also  taught 
small  business  skills,  such  as  standard  accounting,  to 
the  park  staff  and  local  women’s  groups  that  managed 
the  community  campgrounds. 

In  her  third  year,  Raboanarielina  joined  a  nearby 
village’s  community-based  conservation  association 
and  helped  it  establish  a  conservation  plan  for  the 
surrounding  marshlands.  “Everything  [the  villagers] 
needed  for  their  livelihood,  especially  for  growing  rice, 
came  from  the  environment  around  them,”  she  says, 
adding  that  rice  is  Madagascar’s  dominant  crop. 

Raboanarielina  also  gleaned  much  from  this  unique 
environment — a  place  she  credits  with  putting  a 
new  perspective,  and  a  new  career  path,  in  motion. 
“Joining  the  Peace  Corps  was  the  best  thing  I’ve  ever 
done  for  myself.  The  experience  opened  so  many 
doors  for  me  and  changed  the  way  I  look  at  every¬ 
thing.  I  developed  a  greater  appreciation  for  family, 
became  more  independent  and  responsible,  and  built 
a  true  sense  of  accomplishment. 

“I  also  gained  a  great  deal  of  respect  for  people  liv  ing 
in  developing  countries,  and  for  how  they  make  a  liv¬ 
ing — 'Which  is  primarily  through  subsistence  farming,” 

The  Malagasy  people,  and  their  intricate  links  to 
natural  resources,  also  solidified  her  career  path. 


Raboanarielina  returned  to  graduate  school  to  earn 
a  master’s  degree  in  rural  sociology  and  then  a  PhD 
in  rural  sociology  and  human  dimensions  of  natural 
resources  and  environment.  She  received  her  doctor¬ 
ate  in  August  2011  from  Penn  State. 

Raboanarielina’s  body  of  research  addresses  issues 
related  to  the  human  dimensions  of  natural  resource 
management  and  seeks  to  understand  how  humans 
interact  with,  are  affected  by,  and  ultimately  influ¬ 
ence  their  natural  environment.  Her  studies  have 
focused  on  forest-dependent  communities,  such  as 
those  located  near  the  Allegheny  National  Forest  in 
Pennsylvania,  as  well  as  rice-dependent  villages  in 
developing  countries, 

“hi  the  United  States  and  other  countries,  there’s  a 
long  history  of  creating  vast  parks  and  reserves,  and 
relocating  many  populations  in  order  to  make  these 
places  ‘pristine/  and  Tin  touched,’”  Raboanarielina 
says.  “But  in  places  like  Africa  and  Madagascar,  find¬ 
ing  national  parks  void  of  human  population  is  dif¬ 
ficult — people  that  live  near  these  parks  and  reserves 
depend  on  the  natural  resources  within  them  for  their 
livelihood, 

“Obviously,  sustainable  use  of  these  natural  resources 
has  to  he  considered,”  she  adds.  “But  1  strongly 
believe  that  in  order  to  effectively  develop  and  man¬ 
age  conservation  programs  or  protected  areas,  local 
communities  must  be  involved.  Because  if  you  prohib¬ 
it  people’s  access  to  such  places,  it  negatively  affects 
their  livelihood.” 

CULTIVATING  A  COLLABORATIVE 
APPROACH 

In  August  201 1,  Raboanarielina  and  her  husband, 
Tovo,  a  native  of  Madagascar  who  she  met  during  her 
Peace  Corps  service  there,  moved  to  Africa — the  con¬ 
tinent  of  her  childhood  dreams. 

As  a  social  scientist  in  the  Policy,  Innovations 
Systems  and  Impact  Assessment  Program  with 
the  Africa  Rice  Center  in  Cotonou,  Benin, 
Raboanarielina’s  research  and  responsibilities  focus 
on  the  social  dimensions  of  natural  resource  man¬ 
agement  within  rice-based  systems.  This  involves 
addressing  the  needs,  goals,  and  challenges  of  vari¬ 
ous  “stakeholders” — farmers,  wholesalers,  retailers, 
policy- makers,  and  consumers — in  order  to  develop 
a  holistic,  democratic,  and  participatory  approach 
to  rice  sector  development.  Raboanarielina,  who  is 
contracted  for  two  years,  currently  works  on  projects 
involving  16  of  Africa  Rice’s  23-country  membership. 

“Africa  has  all  the  resources  and  land  needed  to  pro¬ 
duce  rice  locally,  yet  the  majority  of  rice  that’s  con¬ 
sumed  is  imported,"  she  says.  “Our  goal  is  to  improve 
the  system  so  everyone  involved  promotes  local  pro¬ 
duction  and  consumption  of  rice.” 

Research  is  aimed  at  creating  a  product  that  people 
want  to  grow  and  consume.  Variables  include  genetic 
modifications,  how  rice  is  hulled  and  stored,  and 
when  it  is  harvested — all  of  which  affect  grain  and  fla¬ 
vor  quality,  and  which  also  vary  by  region  and  coun¬ 
try.  Economic  policies  come  in  to  play,  too. 

“The  approaches  may  be  different,  but  (Africa  Rice 
Center)  relates  to  my  background  of  looking  at  how 
people  use  resources  and  interact  with  their  environ¬ 
ment,  and  how  their  behaviors  impact  an  outcome," 
Raboa narielina  says . 

She’s  also  discovered  that  the  reality  of  Africa  is

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every  bit  as  rich  and  fulfilling  as  the  long-ago  book 
pages  hinted.  Her  list  of  “favorites”  is  long:  baobab 
and  acacia  trees;  smells  of  fried  bread  and  charcoal 
fires  burning  in  the  morning;  jacnrnnda  trees  in 
bloom;  vivid  sunsets.  “It  pains  me  that  some  people 
equate  Africa  with  suffering,  hardship,  and  conflict,” 
Raboanarielina  says,  “That  may  he  the  case  in  a  few 
countries  and  places,  hut  ids  not  the  whole  picture. 
This  is  an  amazing  continent — the  landscape,  the 
music,  the  people. 

“Every  time  1  visit  a  village  here,  I  immediately  feel  a 
connection  and  see  beauty  iti  the  simplicity.” 

Among  the  words  Raboanarielina  uses  to  describe 
herself  are  “determined,  caring,  loyal,  outgoing,  ambi¬ 
tious.”  She  loves  travel,  learning  about  other  countries 
and  cultures,  and  trying  new  things- — all  passions  and 
qualities  well-suited  to  her  brand  of  research, 

“You Ye  often  measured  by  how  many  papers  you 
publish,  conferences  you  attend,  workshops  you  eom- 
plete — mostly  academic  accomplishments  or  scientific 
discoveries  and,  in  that  regard,  I’m  probably  not  the 
norm, 

“But  1  hope  that  my  research  will  somehow  benefit 
the  end-user,  the  man  or  woman  who  has  a  problem 
and  could  gain  something  useful  and  relevant  from 
what  I  learn. 

“If  Vm  not  doing  that,  then  I've  failed  regardless  of 
how  many  papers  I  publish.” 

Al t h ough  h e r  cu r re n t  co n tra ct  stlpula tes  one  li ora e 
leave  every  two  years  and  future  research  projects 
likely  will  keep  her  thousands  of  miles  away  from  her 
roots  in  Western  Pennsylvania,  Raboanarielina  finds 


kinship  around  the  world, 

“Fve  seen  that  people  don’t  really  need  much  to  be 
happy,”  she  reflects.  “People  in  Africa  might  say,  Tes, 
Tm  poor,  1  might  not  have  material  things,  but  1  have 
my  family,  and  I’m  happy/ 

“That’s  the  biggest  thing  I’ve  learned — life  is  all  about 
your  family  and  an  extended  family  ...  a  sense  of 
belonging.”  0

When  the  1932  Olympic  Games  came  to  Los  Angeles, 
she  again  qualified  for  die  US  team,  but  this  time  for  her 
real  passion — diving.  Fauntz  was  the  clear  favorite  for  the 
gold  medal  among  experts. 

On  the  day  of  the  competition,  she  approached  the 
board  for  her  first  dive,  but  the  Hungarian  judge  blew  the 
whistle  just  tiefore  she  dove.  He  ruled  that  her  suit  was 
cut  too  low  in  the  back  and  ordered  her  to  change.  While 
she  changed  her  suit,  the  fulcrum  was  adjusted  on  the 


board  by  the  other  competitors,  and 
as  a  result,  her  first  dive  was  off.  She 
also  misjudged  her  second  dive — she 
later  said  it  was  the  worst  one  she 
had  ever  done — and  she  claimed  the 
bronze  rather  than  the  gold  she  so 
desperately  wanted. 

She  later  said  that  when  she  was  iti  the  water  after  that 
second  dive,  she  didn’t  even  want  to  conic  up  from  the 
pool  She  refused,  however,  to  let  that  disappointment 
and  regret  set  the  course  for  her  life.  Fauntz  decided 
that  her  competition  days  were  over  and  that  she  would 
pursue  her  other  passions.  She  spent  some  time  design¬ 
ing  swimming  suits;  she  modeled  for  Salt’s  Fifth  Avenue; 
she  wrote  about  women’s  athletics  for  the  papers  in  New 
York;  she  met  and  married  NFL  player  Ed  Manske;  she 
began  painting  and  sculpting  professionally;  and  in  1984, 
her  Olympic  experience  came  full  circle.  Tlie  summer 
games  returned  to  Los  Angeles,  and  she  was  commis¬ 
sioned  to  sculpt  several  trophies,  including  one  given  to 
US  diver  Greg  Louganis. 

During  that  first  swimming  meet,  11 -year-old  Jane 
Fauntz  certainly  could  not  have  imagined  where  her 
path  would  lead  her,  but  throughout  her  life,  she  always 
worked  hard,  believed  in  herself,  and  was  open  to  taking 
chances.  That’s  how  Jane  Fauntz  Manske  lived  her  True 
Promise.  How  will  you  live  yours?  0 


There  went  my 
world;  /  didn 't 
even  want  to 
come  up  from 
the  pool. 
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Sometimes  people  ask  me  how  I  “prepared”  to  develop  Benjamin’s  Hope, 
which  is  a  nonprofit  farm  community  that  will  support  and  serve  peo¬ 
ple  with  autism.  My  answer  is  simply  this. 

1  gave  birth  to  Ben. 

The  story  of  my  family  was,  early  on,  beautifully  predictable.  I  met  my 
husband,  Dave,  at  Miami  of  Ohio.  We  married,  had  two  boys.  A  dog.  A  nice 
enough  house. 

All  was  well. 

My  youngest  son,  Ben,  was  a  playful,  highly  engaged  baby.  He  was,  in  fact, 
a  bit  of  an  imp!  I  can  remember  putting  peas  on  the  tray  of  his  high  chair. 

Ben  would  flick  them  across  the  kitchen,  squealing,  “Uh-oh,  Spaghettis !” 

The  changes  began,  I  suppose,  when  Ben  was  around  15  months  old. 

They  were,  at  first,  subtle.  However,  in  the  six  months  leading  to  his  second 
birthday  the  “spark"  of  Ben  ebbed  away,  day  by  day.  lie  had  chronic  ear 
infections,  no  longer  slept  more  than  two  hours  at  a  time,  and  was  Inces¬ 
santly  restless  and  fussy. 

1  remember  feeling,  at  this  time,  that  Ben  had  ceased  to  “see"  me.  My 
presence  no  longer  mattered  to  him.  At  the  urging  of  a  neighbor  (mother  of  a 
child  with  autism),  we  began  the  lengthy  process  of  testing,  evaluating,  One 
specialist  after  another.  By  18  months,  Ben  had  lost  all  language  and  all  con¬ 
nection  to  us.  it  was  as  though,  day  by  day,  lie  was  enfolded  by  an  isolated, 
private  world  within  himself,  a  world  to  which  1  was  not  permitted  entry. 

On  Ben’s  second  birthday  he  was  diagnosed  with  autism. 

To  follow  were  years  of  early  intervention  and  fortunes  spent  on  indi¬ 
vidualized  tutors,  vitamin  supplements,  auditory  integration  training,  special 
glasses  ...  anything  that  held  promise. 

It  is  important  to  recognize  that  each  child  with  autism  is  unique,  mean¬ 
ing  they  fall  along  a  continuum  called  the  Autism  Spectrum.  And,  each  child 
responds  in  her  or  her  own  unique  way  to  intervention.  So  we,  like  most  par¬ 
ents,  pursued  everything  within  reach  to  help  Ben. 

it  has  now  been  15  years  since  Ben  was  diagnosed.  Over  the  years,  my 
husband  and  1  have  found  ourselves  gradually,  almost  daily,  reconciling  what 
our  expectations  were  with  what  our  reality  is.  Sisters,  1  do  not  wish  to  sugar- 
coat  this  for  you.  While  some  children  with  autism  make  extraordinary  prog¬ 
ress,  many  do  not.  Ben.  at  16,  functions  much  like  a  child  of  three. 

1  remember  in  grade  school  watching  the  movie  about  the  boy  and  the 
red  balloon.  The  boy  chases  and  chases  the  balloon,  and  can  never  quite 
seem  to  catch  it.  It  is  somewhat  like  this  for  me.  Years  of  endless  intervention 
while  1  chased  some  preconceived  “level  of  function"  have  left  me  at  once 
weary,  and  also  thankful  that  we  left  no  stone  tm- turned. 

However,  if  1  had  gotten  what  l  wanted  (or  what  I  thought  I  wanted)  1 
would  not  have  the  Ben  that  I  do  have  today!  Let  me  tell  you  about  him.... 
Ben  is  a  joy! 

He  has  funny  jokes  that  only  he  understands  (like  the  word  “raisins") 
that  cause  him  to  produce  a  belly  chuckle  that  bubbles  out  of  him  and  spills 
joy  all  around,  lie  works  harder  than  anyone  1  know  to  do  a  simple  task, 
like  unloading  the  dishwasher,  and  is  fully  delighted  to  earn  a  dollar  to  buy  a 
Dr.  Pepper.  And  he  draws  out  of  those  around  him  a  capacity  to  love  that  is, 
quite  simply,  beautiful. 

So,  my  focus  has  changed.  It  is  not  better  or  worse,  just  different.  We  now 
look  toward  the  rest  of  life.  Where  will  Ben  live,  worship,  have  friendships, 
and  meaningful  work?  And  this  brings  me  back  to  Benjamin’s  Hope.  Ben  has 
Inspired  an  extraordinary  vision! 

Benjamin’s  Hope  is  a  community  model  intentionally  designed  to  address 
the  multifaceted  needs  of  individuals  and  families  affected  by  autism  and 
developmental  disabilities.  Our  campus  is  being  developed  cm  a  beautiful

public/private  partnership  will  benefit  the  community  and  is  intended  to  be 
replicable  in  other  settings. 

As  I  write  this,  it  has  been  nearly  15  years  since  I  first  learned  of  Ben’s 
autism.  It’s  taken  me  these  many  years  to  understand  that  what  1  want  for 
my  son  who  has  autism  is  much  the  same  as  what  I  want  for  my  son  who 
does  not  have  autism:  a  life  that  is  full  of  love  and  friendship,  I  yearn  for  both 
of  them  to  have  purpose:  work  that  uses  their  God-given  giftedness.  1  want 
them  to  he  safe,  I  want  them  to  live  a  life  of  dignity,  joy,  and  purpose. 

And  this,  my  Theta  sisters,  is  Benjamin’s  Hope. 

it  is,  simply,  a  place  of  hope.  1  have  hope  for  Ben’s  future.  Some  days  I 
could  just  pinch  myself  for  the  joy  of  it  all.  0

GUIDELINES 


Do  set  your  camera  for 
the  largest  image  size  and 
highest  resolution  possible. 
Photos  for  publication  should 
have  a  resolution  of  300 
ppi  (pixels  per  inch).  Low 
resolution  photos  (72  ppi) 
will  look  fine  on  a  website  but 
will  not  produce  well  in  print. 

Don’t  send  photos  taken 
on  a  cell  phone.  Don't 
send  photocopies  or 
photos  dipped  from  other 
publications,  except  as 
reference  material 

Do  take  photos  with  a 
camera  that's  at  least  3,2 
megapixels. 

Don't  forward  photos  from 
Facebook  or  any  other 
website  or  ask  us  to  access 
photos  from  Snapfish  or 
similar  accounts. 

Do  email  photos  as  jpg 
attachments.  Don't  paste 
them  in  an  email  or  Word 
document 

Don’t  adjust  the  sharpness  or 
color  or  any  other  aspect  of 
the  image  before  submitting 
it.  Our  art  director  will  adjust 
the  photos  as  needed. 


TIPS  FOR  TAKING  GOOD  PHOTOGRAPHS 

Knowing  what  constitutes  a  good  photo  can  help 
you  get  media  coverage  for  your  alumnae  or  college 
chapter,  not  only  in  the  Theta  magazine,  but  also  in 
university  and  community  publications.  It  will  also 
help  von  got  more  satisfaction  from  your  personal 
photo  albums  and  scrapbooks. 

*  Turn  off  your  camera’s  date  stamp. 

*  Avoid  distractions.  Is  there  a  cluttered  dining  table 
in  the  foreground?  Do  there  appear  to  he  trees 
growing  out  of  your  subjects’  heads? 

*  Look  for  an  action  shot  or  an  unusual 
perspective.  Photo  after  photo  of  rows  of  Thetas 
gets  dull  pretty  fast. 

*  In  general,  fewer  people  are  better.  A  photo  of 
a  sea  of  faces  is  intimidating  to  the  eye. 

*  Move  in  close.  Arc  the  faces  of  your  subjects 
visible?  Make  your  subjects  as  large  as 
possible  in  your  viewfinder, 

*  Beware  of  shadows.  Indoors,  take  one 
photo  using  die  flash  and  one  without  the 
flash  and  submit  the  best  result.  Outdoors, 
use  the  flash  to  “fill  in”  shadows  on  faces.  0
